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According to Gerald O. 
Whittington, vice presi- 
dent for business and 
finance, it was less divine 
inspiration than a nagging 
sense that something was 
amiss. 


As he stood on the quad- 
rangle, inspecting the renovation 
of Agnes and Rebekah Scott 
Halls, Whittington looked up 
into Main’s tower, “It was like 
your teacher used to ask: What’s 
wrong with this picture? | knew 
something was wrong, but didn’t 
know exactly what. Then it came 
to me.” The tower had no bell. 

His interest piqued, Whittington 
began to research. He discovered 
that, for reasons unknown, since . 
1891 Main’s tower had lacked a 
bell. 

That made him wonder 
whether the tower was supposed 
to have a bell. He asked Bailey 
Associates, the architectural 
firm in charge of the renovation, 
to test the structure for sound- 
ness. They concurred that the 
tower was intended to house a 
bell. 

On Sept. 3, Main’s tower 
finally became home to a hand- 
rung bell inscribed in Latin with 
the College’s motto: “Add to 
your faith, virtue, and to your 
virtue, knowledge.” President 
Ruth Schmidt announced its 
arrival at opening convocation 
the week before, and as the 1,500 
pound bell was lifted to the 
tower, three television camera 
Crews, a radio reporter and two 
newspaper reporters were on 
hand to record the event. 

Whittington chose the 
Schulmerich Company, in part- 
nership with Royal Eijsbouts 
Company of Holland, to create 
and install the bell. Both com- 
panies have distinguished his- 
tories. Located in Pennsylvania, 
the Schulmerich Company is 
more than 300 years old, (“They 
were nearing the end of their 
trial period,” Whittington joked. 
“Tl figured they could do a good 
job.”) Royal Eijsbouts still uses a 
process dating back to the 17th 
century to hand-cast each bell. 
The companies joined forces 
almost 20 years ago and are now 
acknowledged leaders in the 
industry. 
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At the end of our convocations, 
we all sing a hymn which, 
although it was not written 
especially for the College, has 
long been adopted as the Agnes 
Scott hymn. In “God of the 
Marching Centuries,” we sing: 
God of the marching centuries, 
Lord of the passing years, 
Leading a people’s victories, 
Sharing a people’s tears. 

This fall, we have many 
“beople’s victories” to celebrate. 
The new curriculum to fit the 
semester system resulted from 
many, many hours of work in 
committee, in departments, in 
faculty meetings.and in the 
deans’ and registrar’s offices. 

Entering students are victori- 
ous by virtue of successfully 
completing high school and 
being accepted to Agnes 
Scott — and also for being moved 
in. This class is a victory for the 
Admissions Office. 

Another significant people’s 


victory is the raising of faculty

salaries to the number one 
ranking for our kind of college, 
reaching the goal this year 
instead of in four years. 

The alumnae gave more 
money in gifts than ever before 
in 1985-86 — more people’s 
victories to celebrate. 

Our new faculty and staff 
members are exciting additions 
to the college, bringing experi- 
ence and enthusiasm with them. 
Student leaders had a fabulous 
retreat at Rock Eagle —a 
people’s victory — and the 
affirmation of the administration 
by the Board of Trustees this 
summer, | consider another 
people’s victory. 

Stanza three of “God of the 
Marching Centuries” begins 
with the word “thankfully.” 
Experiencing a spirit of thanks- 
giving is a wonderful way to 
begin the year, recognizing the 
privilege of being a part of a 
community of learners and 
teachers, beginning and 
advanced scholars, enjoying fine 
facilities, computers, labora- 
tories, recital halls, beautifully 
refurbished buildings, but most 
of all, the company of people 
dedicated to learning more and 
sharing it with each other. 

Let's celebrate together as we 
enter our 97th year at Agnes 
Scott.

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Educators Fear New Law Will 
Slow Giving 


Many Americans are bracing 
themselves for the new tax pack- 


age that Congress has passed this 


fall, but probably none more 
than the administrators of col- 
leges and universities, whose 


traditional reliance on charitable 


gifts may be threatened by the 
new law. 

The legislation will raise the 
cost of donating money. The 
maximum benefit will be 28 


‘percent instead of the current 50 


percent. That means that it will 
cost a donor $72 in the highest 
tax bracket to give a $100 con- 
tribution, rather than the $50 it 
costs now. The donor would pay 


taxes on the appreciated value of 


such non-monetary gifts as land, 
stocks and bonds, and works of 
art. Schools will be limited on 
the amount of tax-exempt bonds 
they could have outstanding at 
any given time. 

As aresult, many not-for- 


profit institutions, such as hospi-  « 


tals and universities, are plan- 
ning fund drives before January, 
when the new law goes into 
effect. Says Dr. Rickard Scott, 
vice president for development 
and public affairs, “It will be 
difficult for people who've given 
in 1986 to turn around and give 
again. Hopefully, they’ll realize 
it’s to their benefit to do so.” 

While he’s optimistic that 
alumnae giving will not be dis- 
couraged by the law, Scott is 
rather guarded about businesses. 
“T think they'll look at giving 
much more closely before decid- 
ing to do so now,” he says. 

At least for Agnes Scott, 
timing has been everything. The 
College has already issued bonds

for residence hall renovations 
and building contruction. Says 
Scott, “We’re absolutely going to 
shine in our decision to go ahead 
and float these bonds. If we had 
decided to wait, then we'd be 
looking at a major obstacle.” 

As for gifts of property, he 
thinks that it’s to the donor’s 
benefit to give these by the end 
of the year. Substantial tax 
credits will be lost if contributors 
wait until after the law goes into 
effect. 
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In 1982, after the maximum 
tax rate dropped from 70 to 50 
percent, total charitable con- 
tributions continued to climb for 
most nonprofit organizations. 
Agnes Scott broke fundraising 
records in this past year, raising 
in excess of $3.2 million. Scott 
doesn’t see any reason to think 
that the bottom will fall out next 
year. “I truly believe,” he says, 
“that philanthropy is of the 
heart. Very few people are driven 
by tax laws. 
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“If we can maintain, and 
slowly increase, the amount of 
money [we raise] then we'll be 
OK.” Although he notes that 
“alumnae will have to play a 
larger role than in the past.” 

Already many administrators 
see the tax package as a critical 
blow to higher education. Ac- 
cording to The Wall Street Jour- 
nal, “a financial squeeze might 
force some schools to raise tui- 
tions, cut programs and reduce 
scholarship aid.” 

Says Susan Murphy, dean of 
admissions and financial aid at 
Cornell University, in the same 
article, “If you’re not getting 
money from the federal govern- 
ment, you can’t borrow the 
money [through bond issues] and 
it’s not coming in from your 
alumni, the only place to turn is 
tuition.” 

To add insult to injury, the 
new law proposes to tax students 
on scholarship and loan money 
not used for tuition. This would 
include such necessities as room 
and board. Three out of every 
four students rely on this type of 
aid to get through school, and 
officials are frankly dismayed at 
the prospect. 

“T wish higher education had 
more priority in this country 
than it does,” says Rick Scott. 
He’s not alone. Many educators 
feel that the time may come 
when it’s too late to reorganize 
priorities and the mounting cost 
of post-secondary education eludes 
all but the most privileged.

thin coat of wax, is then made 
and any decorations or inscrip- 
tions, also made of wax, are 
affixed to it. A steel mantle is 
placed over the false bell, and 
craftsmen pour the core material 
between them. 

After this hardens, the false 
bell disintegrates. This is the 
“lost wax process,” after which 
the inscriptions and patterns are 
reversed onto the mantle. The 
mantle is placed over the core, 
and the bell is ready for casting. 
Craftsmen pour molten metal — 
in this case bronze — into the 
area previously holding the false 
bell and heat it at a temperature 
in excess of 2,000 degrees. 

Every bell has five distinct 
tones, according to Schulmerich. 
After a bell is cast, the metal has 
to be finely ground to assure the 
proper pitch. This process often 
takes numerous days to complete. 

Agnes Scott’s bell, tuned in 
the key of C, rings for such joyous 
occasions as senior investiture 
and commencement, as well as 
on Mondays, Wednesdays and 
Fridays throughout the year, 
calling the College community 
to convocation, meetings and 
worship. — Stacey Noiles 
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olitical satirist Mark 

Russell had a Presser Hall 

audience convulsed with 

laughter one Saturday 
night in late September over 
such notoriously unfunny topics 
as abortion, religion and drug- 
testing. 

Best known for his specials on 
PBS (“You know, PBS, the fuzzy 
picture with the auction.”), his 
20-year run at Washington, 
D.C.’s Shoreham Hotel and his 
syndicated columns, Russell’s 
performante capped the Alum- 
nae Leadership Conference and 
began the fall arts season at 
Agnes Scott. 

His specialty is trenchent and 
topical humor with a bipartisan 
twist, interspersed with songs of 
his own invention. Making light 
of Bert Lance’s highly routed 
legal problems during his bank- 
ing career, Russell composes a 
jingle for the former budget 
director’s bank that invites cus- 
tomers to “come on in, sit ona 
log and pat the examiner’s seeing 
eye dog.” 

On President Reagan’s ad- 
vanced age he offers: “I don’t 
care that he’s 75 — that’s 52 
Celsius.” 

At one point during his 75- 
minute monologue he exhorts 
the audience to back their Presi- 
dent in matters Central Ameri- 
can when he sings: “Get off your 
keysters, fight Sandinistas.” 

Congress gets equal billing. 
Recalling their ill-fated attempt 
to stop the Library of Congress 
from translating a certain risque 
magazine into braille, he notes, 
“What to do about pornography? 
Take it away from blind people! 
Congress was attempting to take 
Playboy away from the only 
people who read the articles.” 
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Television’s

Russell Tickles Funny Bones and Tinkles 
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Politicians aren’t the only ones 
touched by his razor-sharp wit. 
He calls USA Today’s style of 
journalism “chicken McNuggets” 
of news, and says that television’s 
current fight against illiteracy “is 
a lot like the makers of chocolate 
eclairs waging a war against 
obesity.” 

Even Russell’s childhood was 
humorous. Fifty-four years old, 
he grew up in Buffalo, N.Y., 
with “a funny father, a funny 
mother, funny uncles, funny 
aunts and funny cousins.” He 
took piano lessons as a youngster, 


a fact evidenced by his now- 
patented manner of standing up 
and playing the piano during his 
performances. As for rigorous 
formal training on the instru- 
ment: “My teacher kept moving 
without leaving a forwarding 
address.” 

Russell attended but never 
graduated from both the Univer- 
sity of Miami and George Wash- 
ington University. A stint in the 
Marines honed his stand-up 
routine, but it wasn’t until he 
started playing piano in the 
Carroll Arms Hotel Bar on 


Capitol Hill that he found his 
niche. There he made up songs 
about his customers, many of 
whom were politicians. In time 
he moved on to the Shoreham 
where Watergate, the Chrysler 
bailout, Moral Majority and 
other impending national ca- 
lamities created a liturgy of 
Russell-flavored history. 

He says that Mort Sahl, Art 
Buchwald and Fred Allen have 
all strongly influenced his come- 
dic style. When asked about his 
personal political preferences 
Russell confides, “I’m a confused 


Independent, but I can be 
bought.” More seriously he adds, 
“There’s a little message in each 
of the jokes and I’m not faking 
that.” 

As for the future, he sees a 
steady stream of material flowing 
out of the corridors of Washing- 
ton, especially from the presi- 
dency. “Each president makes a 
unique contribution to irrational 
behavior in the White House,” 
he notes. It’s a sure bet that 
Mark Russell will be sure to let us 
in on the joke whenever that 
occurs. 


Study 
Shows 

85 Grads 
Doing Well 


A follow-up survey of Agnes 
Scott’s class of ’85 reflects a 
diversity of interests and the 
multiple applications a liberal 
arts degree can lend. Says Assis- 
tant Director of College Plan- 
ning and Placement, Barbara 
Blazer, “A major doesn’t necessar- 
ily determine one’s job title.” 
If a trend does exists, it seems 
to be toward well-paying, entry- 


level jobs in fields such as bank- 
ing and computer programming. 
More than half of the respon- 
dents earn between $10,000 and 
$16,000 a year. A hefty 16 per- 
cent make $20,000 a year or 
more. Blazer says that employers 
are finding liberal arts graduates 
increasingly better suited for the 
workplace. “Because of their 
education, the best of the liberal 
arts, Agnes Scott students are 
more adaptable to change, have 
excellent communicative skills 
and are adept at critical think- 
ing,” she says. “I think employers 
discover these are important 
qualities in the market and would 
like to get more prospects like 
this.” 

Blazer says that New Jersey- 
based Prentice-Hall publishers 


began actively recruiting on the 
Agnes Scott campus last year. 
She reports that they are very 
much impressed with an Agnes 
Scott graduate they hired. 
Among the positions held by 
class of ’85 graduates are: director 
of alumni relations at a prepara- 
tory school; reporter and anchor- 
person at a Macon, Ga., television 
station; legislative assistant to a 
congressman; and an assistant 
media planner at a New York 
City advertising firm. Others are 
pursing such diverse graduate 
studies as city planning, ‘classical 
archaeology and medicine. 
Ninety-six of the 131 graduates 
returned questionnaires. Of this 


group, 72 are employed full time, 
seven have part-time positions 
and 32 are pursuing graduate 
study — the majority of them in 
the arts and sciences. Only six 
respondents listed themselves as 
unemployed; two of them are 
homemakers. 

“There are so many options for 
women today,” says Blazer. “We 
try not to pressure students to 
take a certain path or to be out- 
side the home.” The emphasis is 
on freedom of choice, she says, 
and discovering what that means 
for each individual.

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Atlanta Paper Notes 
College’s Progress 


Two days before classes began at 
Agnes Scott College, there was 
more in the air than the dust from 
vans moving the belongings of the 
arriving students and the stirring 
of machinery used for the facelift 
of 97-year-old buildings. 

From the white-columned 
porticos facing the “new entrance” 
on South McDonough Street to 
new furnishings in Agnes Scott 
Hall, there was a feeling of rebirth 
despite the heat of late August. 

Dr. Ruth Schmidt, president of 
Agnes Scott, was busy getting set- 
tled, moving from Buttrick Hall to 
Agnes Scott Hall, the building 
once occupied by the school’s first 
president. She strolled into the 
office, apologizing for being late. 

There were reasons for her 
delay, she explained. On the way 
from a faculty meeting, she was 
often stopped by a student with, 
“Dr. Schmidt I’d like you to 
meet... . ” Now, the president 
smiles radiantly and shakes hands 
vigorously. 

Dr. Schmidt has good reason to 
glow. In her fifth year as Agnes 
Scott’s president, Dr. Schmidt, 
55, has had her presidency af- 
firmed following the first-ever 
evaluation of an Agnes Scott 
president. 

The board of trustees an- 
nounced its approval of her actions 
and decisions ina letter to the 
alumnae. 

In mid-June, Larry Gellerstedt 
Jr., chairman of the board, said 
Dr. Schmidt has made “a lot of 
changes and it’s time to take a 
look.” 

When the probe was started, 
there were rumblings from faculty, 
alumnae and the community 
about what some perceived as 
sweeping changes in the women’s 
college that were instituted by Dr. 
Schmidt. She is the first woman to 
hold the presidency. 

But Gellerstedt and the board 
put the ruminations to rest in a 
letter addressed to “the Agnes 
Scott family.” 


The board has voted to affirm 
the presidency of Ruth Schmidt,” 
the letter read. “Enormous strides 
have been made in the past few 
years at Agnes Scott to strengthen 
the academic programs, set the 
college on a sound financial 
course, attract highly qualified 
faculty and students and to under 
take a major renovation and build- 
ing program on the campus.” 

Obviously pleased about the 
evaluation — which will now be an 
annual review for the office — Dr. 
Schmidt said, “Everybody is 
happy. We’ve done a lot and on we 


” 


go. 

Because she was perceived as an 
outsider, “somewhat of an oddity,” 
the Minnesota native said the last 
four years were a greater strain 
than may have been experienced 
by a local person installed as 
president. 

Dr. Schmidt had come to Agnes 
Scott from Wheaton College in 
Massachusetts, where she had 
been a Spanish professor and 
provost. She received her higher 
education at the University of 
Missouri and the University of 
Illinois, where she received, re- 
spectively, her master’s and doc- 
torate degrees in Spanish. 

“My major problem was that | 
was perceived as having changed 
everything,” Dr. Schmidt said. 
“To me, we are the same. Small 
changes people see as major, even 
moving around from one building 
to another. 

“T believe the old has to serve 
the future. You keep the best of 
what you’ve been and you try to be 
that, for the new century,” she 
said. 

Some of the recent changes to 
Agnes Scott, called Decatur 
Female Seminary when it opened 
in 1889, include: 

O Returning to the semester 
system rather than quarters, a 
move that began this fall. 

0 Computerizing the adminis- 
trative departments and establish- 
ing an academic computer center. 


O Channeling the $80 million 
endowment into better invest- 
ments which will produce more 
revenue. Also, some of the endow- 
ment was used for a bond issue for 
renovating three dorms, one gym- 
nasium, a student center and a 
track and field facility. All are to 
be completed by the centennial, 
1989. 

O Open office hours every 
Wednesday after noon for ten- 
minute visits from students. If 
more time is needed students may 
get appointments for later. This 
also applies to staff members. “I’m 
trying to establish a more friendly 
place,” Dr. Schmidt said. 

The Global Awareness Program 
was one of the changes she 
launched to spring Agnes Scott 
women from their 100-acre cocoon 
of acampus . . . to study and live 
in a foreign culture. 

“This was my dream which | 
announced in 1984,” she said. 
“We have $255,000 for the pro- 
gram which will have students 
travel and study all over the world. 
This summer we had 20, with two 
faculty members, go to India. | 
asked a student [upon her return] 
if the study had changed her life. 
She said it had. I believe you get a 
better idea of your own culture if 
you are out of it for a time.” 

Next year the program will send 
students to Burkina Faso in Africa 
(four top academicians from 
Burkina Faso visited Agnes Scott 
in February and Decatur holds a 
sister-city relationship with two 
cities there), Europe and other 
destinations. If a student doesn’t 
have the money to participate in 
the program, she said, scholarships 
are available. 

Meanwhile, Dr. Schmidt says 
that a liberal arts education at a 
women’s college, of which Agnes 
Scott is one of about 100 in the 
nation, is highly valuable. 

“We have a real distinction,” 
she said. “Women’s institutions 
give [a woman] the best education. 
Women are not treated as full

equals [in a coed university], even 
when there is a 60-40 ratio. We 
have a faculty which is equally 
divided. You can see both men 
and women in role models.” 

The contemporary Agnes Scott 
student is serious academically, 
she said. 

“She has to care about getting a 
good education in liberal arts, 
[and be] willing to work for it. We 
have all economic backgrounds, 
rural and urban. Half the students 
are from Georgia, 5 percent black, 
8 to 10 percent minority.” 

As Dr. Schmidt continued to 
broaden the base of the female 
students during her first four years, 
she adopted an open-door policy 
for the community as well. 

She said she had marveled 
when people told her they had 
driven by the campus for years and 


had never set foot on it. 

“For three years we had a Great 
Scott Day, a sort of open house for 
our neighbors, although we are 
taking a holiday from that this 
year.” She herself is also involved 
in community affairs, having 
served three years on the board of 
directors of the DeKalb Chamber 
of Commerce. 

With the changes she has made, 
students no more will be protected 
in an insular environment, as they 
were for years. Instead, she said, 
they will “become more a part of 
the modern world. | don’t want 
them to be isolated.” —Sarah

ASC “Adopts” Renfroe Middle School 


September's final community 
hour marked the official adoption 
of Renfroe Middle School by 
Agnes Scott College. What was 
deemed a “mutually enriching 
relationship” by Assistant Princi- 
pal Julian Ralph was formally 
recognized, although it began in 
1984. 

Members of four student 
groups (Students Working for 
Awareness, Students for Black 
Awareness, Chimo, the interna- 
tional students group, and Circle 
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K) will spend two afternoons 
each week at the school, located 
a block from the College. They 
will help Renfroe students with 
homework, school projects, or 
any other task that requires 
guidance. 

Said President Ruth Schmidt 
as she handed over the College’s 
“official” adoption papers, “The 
real working out of this relation- 
ship is people getting to know 
people so that we can enrich the 
Decatur community.” 


Also present for the ceremony 
were Gay Madden, counselor at 
Renfroe; Virginia Neary ’65, 
teacher; and students John Edgar 
and Stephanie Heare. Stephanie 
presented a speech, which said 
in part: “As a student at Renfroe, 
I must say that we take pride in 
our school and set our goals 
high. Asa result, we sit here at 
Agnes Scott College, not only as 
guests, but as a part of the Agnes 
Scott family.” 


After the ceremony, which 
was hosted by Karen Green- 
Grantham, director of student 
actitivies, Agnes Scott gave 
presents to its representative 
adoptees. Teachers and adminis- 
trators received Agnes Scott 
sweatshirts, while the students 
got grab bags filled with pencils, 
notebooks and cups, all bearing 
the ASC logo. 

The Adopt-a-School program 
was begun in 1982 by the Arlanta 
Public School system for the 


“support and enrichment of the 
education process.” In October 
1984 President Ruth Schmidt met 
with Dr. Vee Simmons, Decatur 
superintendent of schools, and a 
group of faculty and adminis- 
trators from Renfroe and Agnes 
Scort to informally begin the 
partnership.

One Who Loved the 


Julius D. W. Staal, planetarium 
director, author, respected au- 
thority on constellations and 
stellar asterisms of various world 
cultures and their associated 
legends and mythology, friend 
and colleague, died on July 2, 
1986. In talking to friends, Mr. 
Staal mentioned that the years 
he spent at Agnes Scott were his 
happiest. 

Born on Nov. 8, 1917, in 
Batavia, Netherlands East Indies 
(Jakarta, Indonesia), Julius Staal 
began his varied planetarium 
career as a student training on 
the Carl Zeiss Mark I plane- 
tarium projector in jhe Hague, 
Holland. The invasion of Holland 
in World War II interrupted his 
career when the planetarium was 
dismantled and placed in storage 
to avoid possible destruction. 
During the war, at great risk he 
became a courier for the Dutch 
resistance. When Holland was 
liberated by the Allies, “Bob” 
Staal immigrated to England 
and became a British subject. He 
worked as a high vacuum engi- 
neer until he heard of the open- 
ing of the London Planetarium 
and immediately applied for a 
position as lecturer. He re- 
entered the field he loved and 
wrote two books on astronomy 
and space travel. He was ac- 
cepted as a Fellow of the Royal 
Astronomical Society, London.

Moving to South Africa in 
1960, he entered the then- 
unique group of southern hemi- 
sphere planetarians when he 
became assistant director of the 
Planetarium of Witwaterstrand. 
While in Africa he was also on 
the faculty of Allen Wilson 
Technical High School and the 
University of Rhodesia. He 
produced 13 educational films on 
physics for the Ministry of Educa- 
tion of Rhodesia, as well as a 
rotary star chart of the southern 
skies, and made regular appear- 
ances and broadcasts on astro- 
nomical topics for Rhodesian 
television and radio. 

Returning to England in 1965, 
Mr. Staal went to the Plane- 
tarium of the Marine and Techni- 
cal College, South Shields, and 
was also staff member at 
Churcher’s College. At a time 
when planetarium astronomers 
were scarce, he immigrated to 
the United States to open the 
Arts and Science Center Plane- 
tarium, Baton Rouge, La. The 
Fernbank Science Center in 
Atlanta was under construction 
in 1967, and needed an experi- 
enced director to open its plane- 
tarium. Mr. Staal accepted the 
challenge. 

Mr. Staal retired from Fernbank 
Science Center, and supposedly 
from full-time planetarium duties 
in 1978, but continued to teach 


Agnes Scott admitted 198 new 
students this past fall. Of these, 
145 are freshman, up 17 percent 
from the past two years. The new 
class has a mean SAT score of 
1070 with an average of 529 on 
the verbal part of the exam and 
541 on math.

celestial and coastwise naviga- 
tion courses for the Lanier Sailing 
Academy. He also produced two 
elementary astronomy programs 
for Georgia Education Television. 
However, planetarium work held 
too strong a hold, and he pur- 
chased a surplus Spitz Model 1-A 
projector from the Charleston, 
S.C., museum. “Have Plane- 
tarium—Will Travel” Staal soon 
started still another planetarium 
— this time with his own instru- 
ment at Agnes Scott College 
Bradley Observatory. = 
Kidney failure and declining 
health during the last five years 
of his life did not stop, or even 
slow the tenacity of Mr. Staal. 
He wrote fewer planetarium 
scripts, but began writing books 
on astronomy once again. Hav- 
ing translated from the original 
French Uranographie Chinoise, by 
Gustave Schlegel, he had begun 
a study of Chinese astronomy 
and wrote Stars of Jade which has 
recently been published. Patterns 
in the Sky, published in 1961, was 
rewritten and The New Patterns 
in the Sky is at the publisher’s and 
is soon to be released. He was 
nearing completion of A Compen- 
dium of Constellations from Aratus 
to Zeiss. (Dr. Helmut Werner, 
astronomical artist for the Carl 
Zeiss Company, Oberkochen, 
West Germany, had entrusted 
his research notes to Mr. Staal 


Members of the class of ’90 
come from 22 states, the furthest 
being New Mexico.

before his death. Werner asked 
that Mr. Staal continue the work 
that he had started many years 
earlier to supply mythological 
stories for the constellation fig- 
ures supplied by Zeiss.) He also 
produced an Atlas of Chinese 
Constellations (unpublished) 
which was to be an addendum to 
Stars of Jade. In his last meeting 
with me, he lamented that he 
might not be able to complete 
his work. 

Julius Staal is survived by his 
wife, Mickey; daughters, Anne 
Dixon-Marshall, England, and 
Susan; son, John; and grandson, 
Willem. He will be missed by 
family, colleagues, and friends 
alike; but his legacy of love for 
planetarium astronomy, and 
desire that everyone should be 
given the opportunity to ap- 
preciate the beauty of the night- 
time sky, will continue. 

In the closing of his book, The 
New Patterns in the Sky, Julius 
Dirk Willem Staal selected an 
appropriate epitaph: 


An Old Astronomer to His Pupil: 
Though my soul may set in darkness 
it will rise in perfect light; 
I have loved the stars too fondly 
to be fearful of the night.

Ambassador Neher Visits Campus 


In September, the U.S. Ambas- 
sador to Burkina Faso, Leonardo 
Neher, dropped by Professor 
Catherine Scott’s Introduction 
to World Politics class. He spoke 
about the current political cli- 
mate in Burkina Faso, as well as 
the rigors and rewards of life in 
the foreign service. 


Neher has been ambassador to 
Burkina Faso for two years and is 
a 32-year veteran of the foreign 
service. When asked in 1984 to 
choose his next assignment, he 
opted for Burkina. “After 30 
years of being a foreign service 
officer, I found it very exciting to 
go to a country with a new revo- 
lutionary government which was 
exasperating to the United 
States and flirting with Libya. 

I didn’t want to pass up the 
challenge.” 

During his 40-minute discus- 
sion, Neher spoke glowingly of 
the Burkinabe people, calling 
them “exceptional” and noting 
their tolerance of ethnic and 
religious diveristy within the 
country. The government, he 
said, has insisted on austerity 
and sets an example for its 
people. Governmental bodies 
avoid nepotism and abuses of 
power, the ambassador con- 


tended, and “there is no corrup- 
tion that we know of, that we 
can see.” Officials who step out 
of bounds are severely critcized 
and embarrassed publicly in the 
press. 

Although the odds don’t favor 
the survival of Burkina Faso’s 
military government (there have 
been four different governments 
since its independence from 
France in 1960), Neher said that 
it accomplishes seemingly impos- 
sible tasks with a system formed 
around Committees for the De- 
fense of the Revolution. These 
committees have carried out 
such widespread programs as 
total immunization for all chil- 
dren under the age of 14 anda 
literacy course to teach basic 
reading, writing and calculations 
to adults. 

Furthermore, said Neher, the 
literacy program was conducted 
in each of the eight local lan- 


guages of Burkina. Students 
laughed as he recalled how the 
Burkinabe government recently 
translated the national anthem 
into all eight languages, to be 
sung in unison on all official 
occasions. “It gets kind of mud- 
dled,” he noted. “But the tune is 
still there.” 

The students had many ques- 
tions about life in the foreign 
service. Neher, who lists among 
his assignments Chad, Zaire, 
Vietnam and Syria, gave frank 
answers to their questions. Neher 
said that this was his first trip 
back to the United States in two 
years. He came to Georgia to 
reinforce Burkina’s sister-city 
relationship with Decatur and to 
explore fund raising for a Martin 
Luther King Jr. memorial there. 

Later that day the Ambassador 
dined at President Ruth Schmidt's 
home with members of the faculty 
and the sister-city committee.

Pioneer Camp by the Black 
Sea. We held hands with some of 
the children.and their counselors 
and sang “We Shall Overcome.”

During our visit, the Soviet 
government extended their 
moratorium on arms escalation. 
In each country, Soviet and 
American citizens cruised the 
waters of the Mississippi and 
Volga rivers together, where they 
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were met with cheers of goodwill 
and friendship. 

Still, many, many times the 
explosive power of Hiroshima is 
being stockpiled today in the 
United States alone. Can we 
afford to ignore the common 
values we’ve discovered on citi- 
zen diplomat trips, to prepare for 
an act of unfathomable self- 
destruction? 

My husband and I were among 
the first American visitors to 
that Pioneer Camp by the Black 
Sea.

The adoption of the “early 
semester” system at Agnes Scott 
has provided a number of “fringe 
benefits” in addition to the 
educational ones. Completing 
the first session a week before 
Christmas gave us a wonderful 
opportunity to celebrate. All 
who participated, students, staff 
and faculty, and the public who 
joined us for various events, felt a 
sense of joy and community spirit. 

A second “fringe benefit” of 
the new calendar for faculty and 
students is the opportunity to 
rest and prepare for the second 
semester after the new year 
begins; some have taken this 
opportunity to travel and some of 
these travelers are preparing the 
way for study ventures later this 
year as a part of Agnes Scott’s 
growing Global Awareness Pro- 
gram. Unrelated officially to the 
Global Awareness Program, and 
chiefly for a holiday, I took the 
opportunity to visit England as 
1987 began. Among the high- 
lights for me was a revisit to the 
Salisbury Cathedral, a favorite 
spot that is better at each visit.

College Aims for Record Gains 


The Office of Development reports 
that for the first time in the Col- 
lege’s history, Agnes Scott is on 
the verge of breaking the 50 per- 
cent mark in alumnae donations. 
“The highest ever was 43 percent,” 
says Vice President for Develop- 
ment and Public Affairs, Rickard 
Scott. 

As of December 31, Scott notes, 
“23 percent of alumnae have 
given. We're halfway [to the end 
of the fiscal year] and have got a 
good shot. ’ 

High percentages of alumnae 
giving are critical to the College 


as it prepares for the Centennial 
campaign. When businesses and 
foundations determine their dona- 
tions, Scott explains, they tend to 
look at the percentage of alumnae 
giving — not the dollar amount. 

“As we plan for the campaign,” 
Scott notes, “it is crucial that the 
Agnes Scott family be supportive. 
That is reflected by the percentage, 
not the dollar amount given.” 

Any gift, no matter how small, 
says Scott, helps the College reach 
its goal of 50 percent alumnae 
Participation.

The campus went all out this year 
with celebrations during the 
Christmas season.

Dean of the 
College Ellen Hall and Rick 
Scott, vice president of develop- 
ment and public affairs, put their 
heads together to organize a Col- 
lege Christmas dinner and dance.

The celebration applauded 
John A. Austin of custodial ser- 
vices for the longest service to the 
College. An employee of Agnes 
Scott for 40 years, he joined the 
staff 1946, after graduating from 
high school in nearby Scottdale, 
Ga. He received a standing ova- 
tion when his name was called 
and later expressed surprise at the 
honor. 

Afterwards, participants strolled 
down a candlelit walkway to 
Rebekah’s reception hall to dance 
to music by the Georgia State 
University Jazz Ensemble. 

Participation in Decatur’s Tour 


of Homes connected the College 
to the city’s holiday celebration 
and showed the Decatur commu- 
nity “the splendor of the new 
buildings, and how they accommo- 
date students and offices together 
so well,” said Sandra Gluck, direc- 
tor of public relations. Word of 
mouth was favorable, according to 
Gluck, and she heard of one couple 
who plan to move to Decatur after 
taking the tour. 


Said President Schmidt, “Every- 


thing we did in December is not 
totally new, but many things 
hadn’t been done since we were 
on [the quarter] calendar.” 


Each of the events managed 


give a festive air to the campus as 
students prepared for exams and 
returning home. “I’m very grateful 
to the people who planned them 
and put them together,” she said, 
and noted that Grounds Supervisor 
Victoria Lambert “was terrific in 
buying trees for the dorms.”

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ASC Provides Critical 
Missing Link 


A recent report by the Southern 
Governors Association called 
international awareness a “critical 
missing link” in the educational 
reform movement. The report 
recommended sweeping reforms in 
the nation’s approach to 


educating students to compete in the 


changing world economy. 


This is according to results of 
The Astin Survey, part of the 
Cooperative Institutional Re- 
search Program conducted by the 
American Council on Education 
and the University of California, 
Los Angeles. More than 10 per- 
cent of Agnes Scott freshmen 
plan careers in the foreign service. 
This compares with 3.6 percent of 
freshmen from other highly selec- 


tive, four-year protestant colleges 
and universities across the country. 
“This reflects these students’ 
recognition of the growing impor- 
tance of broadening their perspec- 
tive on international issues,” said 
President Ruth Schmidt. “It [also 
reflects] Agnes Scort’s emphasis 
on international study.” 
“Under the Global Awareness 
Program, students are encouraged 


not only to become acquainted 
with other cultures through inter- 
national study and travel pro- 
grams, but they are also exposed 
to international problems and 
issues throughout their curriculum. 
So it is natural that Agnes Scott 
would attract a large percentage of 
students with an interest in for- 
eign service. 

The survey also showed that a 
greater proportion of the College’s 
freshmen plan to major in foreign 
languages. More of them plan 
careers in engineering, clinical 
psychology, law, and writing or 
journalism, as well. 

Despite national figures show- 
ing a decline in English majors 
over the last 20 years — from 4.4 
percent in 1966 to a startling one 
percent in 1985 — the percentage 
of Agnes Scott freshmen planning 
to major in English stands at 9.3. 

Other results of the survey: 
nearly 83 percent plan to earn 
graduate degrees after Agnes 
Scott. Fourteen and a half percent 
plan careers as lawyers or physi- 
cians and more than 10 percent 
intend to be business executives 
or proprietors. — Sandra Gluck 


nce a secretary only 

typed correspon- 

dence, ora file clerk 

buckled under reams 

of paper. Now, with 

advanced technol- 
ogy, many jobs have become more 
sophisticated, requiring different 
sets of skills. Word processors and 
computers run beside typewriters 
and file cabinets, and make the 
College’s administrative offices 
even more interdependent. 

As Gerald O. Whittington, 
vice president for business and 
finance notes, “Jobs change, 
people change, and times 
change.” And Agnes Scott, keep- 
ing abreast of the times, is institut- 
ing formal job descriptions for its 
staff. 

“The only structure to our wage 
and salary plan was historical,” 
explains Whittington. “The sys- 
tem was perhaps 20, 40 or 60 years 
old. What was appropriate 50 
years ago isn’t today. The adminis- 
tration wanted to eliminate in- 
equities within the College in 
ranking and pay.” They are work- 
ing with individual employees to 
define their jobs and to detail 
education and expertise required 
for each position. 

Job descriptions are only one 
component of a larger personnel 
compensation plan, Whittington 
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says. It’s a plan that includes 
salaries, performance reviews and 
fringe benefit packages. Adminis- 
trators want to compare their 
findings with national and local 
statistics regarding similar jobs 
and responsibilities. They then 
hope to adjust rank or pay accord- 
ingly. Job descriptions will also 
provide a concrete basis for ap- 
praisal of individual performances, 
according to Whittington. 

Previously, some personnel 
policies had been inconsistent, he 
says. Policies one department 
disliked, another might embrace. 
Now the College is “trying to set 
ground rules and procedures so 
our employees are treated fairly,” 
he notes. As one step, the College 
published a personnel policy and 
procedures handbook for the staff 
last April, which explains College 
policies in such areas as leave and 
payroll. 

Final versions of job descrip- 
tions were due in January, and 
their evaluation will take approxi- 
mately three months. This spring, 
for the first time, performance 
reviews will be completed College- 
wide. By the start of the coming 
fiscal year, all systems should be 
in place for a clear and comprehen- 
sive personnel structure at Agnes 
Scott. 


Let It Snow 


A 6-inch snowfall blanketed metro 
Atlanta on Jan. 22, with almost a 
foot of snow falling on northern 
counties. Plenty of Scotties, many 
of whom had never seen snow 


before, took the opportunity to 


play in the powder before the sun 
took over and classes resumed the 
next day. Temperatures hovered 
under 30 degrees for several days, 
making driving treacherous. 
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Six New Courses for Global Awareness 


Fortified with a $255,000 DuPont 
grant, Agnes Scott’s Global 
Awareness Program will offer 
study programs in six countries 
this year. Students can choose 
from summer explorations of 
Burkina Faso, England, Greece, 
Spain or Taiwan, or spend next 
year’s semester break in Peru and 
the Galapagos Islands. 

Each study trip will be led by 
two Agnes Scott professors. 
Students will spend three to six 
weeks studying and traveling. 

Says Dr. John Studstill, direc- 
tor of the Program for Global 
Awareness, “The world is a labo- 
ratory and Global Awareness is 
gradually bringing home to us 
just how limiting and inadequate 
the classroom and lecture format 
in education can be — in the 
humanities, social sciences and 
the natural and physical sciences. 

“One of the most crucial de- 
bates and wrenching experiences 
in our world is confrontation 
with cultural relativity — the 
notion that our ways of doing 
things are being challenged by 
the ways and customs of other 
peoples and cultures,” says 
Studstill. 

“The liberal arts tradition has 
always questioned values, 
whether they are our own or 
others,” he continues. “That’s 
nothing new. That, perhaps, is 
the heart of liberal education — 
open-mindedly struggling with 
crucial issues of our time.” 

Studstill contends that seeing 
the world in broader terms helps 
a person delve more deeply into 
their own roots — expanding 
their knowledge of themselves 
and the world. 

In building the current Global 
Awareness curriculum, Studstill 
relied on the faculty’s interests 
and strengths. Many faculty 
members had long wanted to

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supplement classroom learning 
with field trips abroad but they — 
or their students — lacked the 
financial resources. Funds for 
scholarships have helped in- 
crease the number of students 
who can participate, says 
Studstill, and encouraged the 
faculty’s interest. 

The total cost for each trip 
varies between $2,800 and 
$3,300. This includes trans- 
portation to and from Atlanta, 
instruction, lodging in hotels, 
private homes or residence halls, 
and most meals. Students receive 
six semester-hours credit for 
their study.

Unfolding Heaven’s Secrets 


When Alberto Sadun carne to 
Decatur two years ago to teach 
astronomy and direct the Bradley 
Observatory at Agnes Scott, it 
was something of a homecoming. 
Sadun was born in Decatur, prac- 
tically in the shadow of the 
observat« Ty. 

He left Decatur at 2 and lived 
near Washington; D.C., before 
going off to the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology, where he 
earned bachelor’s and doctorate 
degrees in physics. 

At first glance, it might seem 
odd for a physicist to be teaching 
astronomy. But Sadun explained 
that his studies at MIT were in 
astrophysics, a discipline that 
combines physics and astronomy. 
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In the world of stargazers, 
people tend to be known as either 
observational astronomers or 
theoretical astronomers. Sadun is 
a little bit of both. He makes ob- 
servations of astronomical 
phenomena and then tries to work 
out theories that explain what he 
has observed. 

“My work is in extragalactic 
astronomy,” he said, referring to 
objects outside the Milky Way. 
“I’m primarily interested in 
quasars and quasar jets. 

“Quasars are very small, ex- 
tremely bright objects,” he said. 

“Most people think a quasar is the 
core of a galaxy.” 

In making observations of the 
heavens using the telescope at 
Agnes Scott, Sadun is handi- 


capped by the light pollution in 
the metro Atlanta area. Street 
lamps, advertising signs and other 
lights create such a bright glow 
that objects in the sky are difficult 
to see. 

“I do some of my work here,” he 
said. “But I can’t do all of it here. 
It’s just too bright.” 

To escape the lights of the city, 
Sadun has to request time on 
telesc« pes located In darker sur- 
roundings, such as a 36-inch tele- 


scope at the Kitt Peak Observatory 


in Arizona. 

One of the most exciting as- 
pects of studying quasars, Sadun 
said, is the distance their light has 
been traveling — for millions of 
years — when it reaches telescopes 
on Earth. 


“W/hen we look at quasars, 
we're looking back in time,” 
Sadun said. “We're seeing the 
universe as it used to be.” 

By studying quasars, astron- 
omers may eventually be able to 
learn how the galaxies were 
formed, Sadun said. 

“Any kind of science, including 
astronomy, has all sorts of practical 
spinoffs,” he said. “The philo- 
sophical argument is that it’s an 
end in itself. | liken it to the study 
of music or art. It’s worth doing 
because it defines and enhances 
our humanity.” — Chuck Bell

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Remembering the Slave Culture 


“We are preserving 
our heritage and culture. 
If we pass it down to 
the next generation it won't 
die, because hopefully 
they'll pass it on.” 


What was it like to be a slave? Few 
people know how Africans brought 
to this country coped with forced 
servitude, a foreign land, a strange 
tongue. No news pictures record 
the story, few books document it. 
Oral history, the tradition of pass- 
ing down stories and songs, teaches 
us about that time from the slave’s 
point of view. 

On January 19, Frankie and 
Doug Quimby gave an enthusiastic 
Presser Hall audience an entertain- 
ing evening in honor of Dr. Martin 
Luther King Jr., and left behind 
an invaluable history lesson as 
well. As the sole members of 
Georgia’s Sea Island Singers, they 
travel thousands of miles each 
year to carry on the oral tradition. 
With only a few simple percussion 
instruments and their voices, they 
show the perseverance and inven- 
tiveness displayed in the songs and 
games of slaves. 

“We are preserving our heritage 
and culture,” said Frankie. “If we 
pass it down to the next generation 
it won’t die, because hopefully 
they'll pass it on. 

“These [songs and dances] were 
a way of life with us,” she con- 
tinued. “We grew up singing and 
playing them. As we got older we 
began to listen to the stories be- 
hind them.” 

She grew up on Sea Island hear- 
ing stories such as the one about 
the 18 members of the Ebo Tribe. 
Tricked into coming to America 
and realizing the fate that awaited 
them here, they chained them- 
selves together on the shore, 
backed into the ocean and drowned 
themselves rather than face slavery. 
That Georgia shore is still called 
Ebo’s Landing. A song, “Freedom, 
Freedom Over Me,” (“Before I'll 
be aslave, I'll be buried in my 
grave and go home to my Lord and 
be free.”) commemorates their 
courage. 

The audience sang songs such 
as “Pay Me My Money Down,” 
which exhorted unscrupulous ship 
owners to pay newly-freed slaves 
for services rendered, and “Raggy 
Levy.” According to Doug, “People 
used to say, ‘When | leave my 
family they’re raggedy and when | 
come back they’re raggedy.’ So

they just shortened it and got 
‘Raggy Levy.’” 

Vestiges of the slave culture 
filtered into the 20th century. 
Since slaves were forbidden to 


cross their legs, except while danc- 


ing, they created a dance called 
“jump for joy.” It took root in the 
area around Charleston, S.C.., 
and, with a few minor alterations, 
became the Charleston. 

The Quimbys also explained 


; how two classic hymns found their 


way into the mainstream. “Amaz- 
ing Grace” was penned by the 
captain of a slave vessel, who 
realizing the misery he had 
wrought, became the 18th century 
equivalent of a born-again Chris- 
tian. (“I once was lost, but now 
am found. Was blind, but now I 
see.”) 

Another song, “Amen,” evolved 
from the ritual of gathering slave 
families together in church before 
the sale of one of their members. 
The overseer or master would read 
names off and expect a chorus of 
hearty amens in response. Instead, 
despondent slaves developed this 
tune —a mournful but triumphant 
farewell to family and friends. 

Frankie Sullivan Quimby knows 
her history well. She is descended 
from one of the few black families 
in America that can trace its an- 
cestry to a specific spot in Africa. 
Many of her forebears lived on the 
Hopeton and Altama plantations 
on Georgia’s coast. The isolation 
of the islands nurtured a distinc- 
tive slave culture and language 
called Gullah, a mix of English 
and African dialect characterized 
by rapid pronunciation. 

Doug, her husband of 15 years, 
was born near Albany, Ga., intoa 
sharecropper’s family. However, 
his grandfather spoke the Gullah 
dialect, and Doug believes that 
some of his ancestors must have 
worked on coastal planatations 
before being sold to inland masters. 

The Sea Island Singers were 
sponsored by the College Events 
Committee in conjunction with 
Students for Black Awareness. A 
reception, complete with a birth- 
day cake for Martin Luther King 
Jr., was held in the Dana Fine 
Arts Building after the concert.

sameness to women enter 
ing college than there is today, 
we were an unlikely trio. Anne 
was from a small town in eastern 
Texas, where her father was a 
chicken farmer.

In the true Agnes Scott tradi- 
tion, it was also a learning ex- 
perience. Some of the things we 
learned that Sunday afternoon? 

We 
still value — more than ever — 
the education we received at 
Agnes Scott. We are all comfort- 
able with ourselves and where tS 
s 
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our lives are 30 years later. None 
of us would have done many 
things differently. And yet we 
discovered too that we still have 
very little in common. 

Anne, Pru and | are not ones 
to wax sentimental about our 
heritages, roots or coming of age 
in the 50s. However, we must 
admit: there is something very 
special about a place that can 
foster friendships such as these. I 
don’t think we were, or are, 
unique. Just lucky enough to 
find ourselves together at a time 
and place where we could, quite 
literally, find ourselves —to- 
gether. 

We won’t let another three 
decades pass before getting to- 
gether again. Perhaps it won't be 
as easy to recapture the magic of 
those three hours spent that 
afternoon in Normal. But we 
can still enter into each other's 
memories and recall those places, 
images, feelings and encounters 
which, in some mysterious wag 


- help to shape each of us. 


We would wish the same for 
other roomies.

Somehow, even as a 
child, I intuitively balanced his 
screaming with what I could sense 
was his commitment to teaching 
something more than the time- 
step to Alexander’s Ragtime Band. 

Before each show, his last in- 
structions always were: “Smile! 
Don’t look at your feet! And... 
Whatever you do, DON’T QUIT 
DANCING!” 

One of the joys of my tenure as 
president of the Alumnae Asso- 
ciation is meeting more of you 
alumnae.

Three Young Girls 


I want to give you a quick glimpse 
of three young girls. 

The first is a pretty blonde lass 
from Northern Ireland whose 
name is Agnes Irvine. Her 
mother’s decision to take the fam- 
ily to America comes as a real 
blow to Agnes, whose family has 
been living with her uncle since 
her father’s death. 

Agnes does not fancy living in 
America for two reasons. First, 
she is Presbyterian and has heard 
that American Presbyterians are 
strict and do not permit dancing — 
something Agnes loves to do. 
Then too, she has heard that 
Indians are still roaming the coun- 
tryside in America, and she does 
not want to be scalped. 

But Agnes summons her cour- 
age and goes to America. We as- 
sume she was permitted to dance 
here, and we know that the In- 
dians did not scalp her. She later 
married John Scott, a prosperous 
businessman from Alexandria, 
Pa., and they had seven children. 
Agnes was a very caring, exacting 
mother, teaching her children the 
tenets of the Christian faith that 


was so dear to her. One of her 
children, George Washington 
Scott, came South seeking to 
improve his health and later 
founded Agnes Scott Institute, 
naming it for his mother. 

The second young girl is Rebekah 
Bucher, whose family came from 
Germany and settled at Bucher’s 
Mill not far from Alexandria. A 
very young Rebekah is attending a 
church picnic with her attentive 
childhood sweetheart, George W. 
Scott. Rebekah is very frustrated 
and unhappy because the little 
boys at the picnic have taken off 
their shoes and socks and are hap- 
pily wading in the Juniata River, 
which runs through Alexandria. 
She wants to do this as well, but 
knows that a well-bred little girl 
does not take off her shoes and 
socks at a picnic. George assures 
her that after the picnic is over, he 
will bring her back to the river 
and watch over her while she 
wades to her heart’s content. 

After young George became 
established in Tallahassee, Fla., 
he returned to Bucher’s Mill and 


married his childhood sweetheart. 

Rebekah was a very supportive 
wite, caring for their children and 
directing work on their Florida 
plantation while George fought in 
defense of Tallahassee during the 
Civil War. She often sent home- 
cooked food to the front. After 
the war, she supported his suc- 
cesses and failures in business, 
especially the Agnes Scott Insti- 
tute venture. Rebekah Scott Hall 
was named in her honor. 

A third young girl, Louise Scott 
is, at age 6, the oldest granddaugh- 
ter of George W. Scott and much 
beloved by him. She is excited 
because November 12, 1889, is 
approaching, and she is to take 
part in the dedication of Agnes 
Scott Institute. However, she is 
recovering from typhoid fever and 
may be too weak to participate. 
Most of her golden curls have 
fallen out as a result of the fever. 
To help Louise feel pretty, her 
grandmother, Bettie Winn Scott, 
puts a large hair ribbon on the 
hair the little girl has left. Oscar, 
the family’s very kind servant, 


fetches a little wagon, places 
Louise in it and takes her to the 
ceremony. 

When her part comes, Oscar 
gently lifts the little girl out of the 
wagon and helps her lay the cor- 
nerstone for Agnes Scott Hall. 
Louise later became Mrs. 
Hansford Sams, often inviting 
Agnes Scott students to Sunday 
dinner at her home. She supported]. 
the College in many ways and her 
son, Hansford Sams Jr., recently 
completed his tenure on the Board 
of Trustees. 

These three young girls grew to 
be strong women who influenced 
Agnes Scott College from its 
beginnings. 

Col. George W. Scott told 
these stories to his granddaughter, 
Louise Scott Sams ’INX, who 
passed them on to her daughter, 
Bettie Winn Sams Daniel ’39X, 
who told them to me, her cousin, 
Betty Scott Noble ’44.

Playwright Marsha Norman gives 
98th Commencement address. 


Ending nearly a week of rain, 
Commencement morning 
dawned fresh and clear on May ay 
16. After years of hot June cere- 
monies, the semester system had 
moved this 98th commencement 
to milder May. 

Magnolia blossoms scented 
the rain-washed air with a sweet 
fragrance as guests found their 
seats and camera angles for the 
9:30. a.m., Saturday ceremony. 
One hundred and eighteen 
seniors proceeded to the front 
rows, and waited to hear Marsha 
Norman ’69X deliver the last 
speech they would hear as stu- 
dents at Agnes Scott. 

“This speech, like the rest of 
your future, is inevitable now,” 
the Pulitzer prize-winning play- 
wright said, tongue-in-cheek. “] 
am going to talk about writing a 
play . . . how you are writing a 
play as you casually live what 
you think of as your life.” 

Ms. Norman, whose novel 
“The Fortune Teller” has been 
received favorably by critics, 
used the metaphor of playwriting 
to talk to graduates about life’s 
choices and conflicts. Her ad- 
dress will appear in the Fall 1987 
Alumnae Magazine. 

For the first time this year, 
trustees were invited to march mf 
with the faculty at Baccalaureate 
and Commencement. Several 
joined the procession, among 
them Betty Scott Noble ’44. “I 
didn’t think it would feel so 
special, but it did,” she said 
smiling, after Commencement. 

After the ceremony, the crowd 
of nearly 2,000 moved to the 
alumnae gardens for a brunch in 
the bright sunshine. 

The Friday evening baccalau- 
reate sermon was given by J. 
Davison Philips, president emeri- 
tus of Columbia Theological 
Seminary and trustee emeritus of 
Agnes Scott. Dr. Philips spoke 
on “Scholars and Servants” be- 
fore a full audience in Gaines 
Auditorium.

(The average male high school 
drop-out still makes more money 
than a female college graduate!) 

All the research shows that 
women who attend women’s 
colleges develop greater self- 
esteem, achieve more, and enjoy 
unparalleled leadership oppor- 
tunities. Expectation of success 
helps people succeed, and in our 
unequal society, it is only in 
women’s colleges that women 
are truly affirmed and encour 
aged to use all of their abilities.

Jimmy Carter confessed that this 
was not the first time he had 
visited Agnes Scott. Before 
beginning to answer questions 
during a “Town Meeting” held at 
here on April 15, the former 
president let it be known that he 
had spent quite a bit of time on 
campus as a Georgia Tech stu- 
dent. “That was my. first ac- 
quaintance with Agnes Scott,” 
he said. “But I’ve never discussed 
these relationships with Rosalyn,” 
he added, smiling. 

Besides his activities involving 
The Carter Presidential Center, 
the former president has been 
busy writing another book — this 
time with his wife. Recently 
published, “Everything to Gain: 
What to Do With the Rest of 
Your Life” “almost brought an 
end to our 40th year of mar- 
riage,” he said. His advice to 
students: “When you graduate 
and get married do not ever 
write a book with your hus- 
band — unless you want to get 
rid of him.” 

Before the town meeting Presi- 
dent and Mrs. Carter dined at 
President Ruth Schmidt’s home 
with members of the Agnes Scott 
community. The evening coin- 
cided with the acquittal of 
daughter Amy ina Mas- 
sachusetts court earlier in the 
day. Both parents, anxious to 
find out the news about their 
only daughter, intently watched 
the news at the president’s home 
that evening. 

Amy had been arrested for 
protesting CIA recruitment of 
University of Massachusetts-

After you 
leave college, that freedom will 
dissipate very rapidly. Because 
you'll go to work for Coca-Cola, 
get a job as a schoolteacher, or 
go to work for King & Spalding 
law firm, you will quickly find 
that you cannot really take a 
stand openly contrary to your 
employers. 

“If you have any strong beliefs, 
now is the time to express them. 
But this is the time to take on 
additional responsibility because 
thefe is so much to learn and so 
much to study and so many ways 
to get involved, to open up broad 
avenues of excitement and chal- 
lenge and adventure. The oppor 
tunities are unlimited. The only 
limits that you have are ones 
that you place on yourself.

Campaigning Toward Centennial 
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The College is set to kick off its 
Centennial Campaign on Sep- 
tember 22. For the next year and 
a half many people will work 
diligently to help Agnes Scott 
reach its capital goals. Before 
any of that can happen, however, 
a campaign steering committee 
has been established to help 
navigate a course for taking the 
College into its second century. 

Because a capital campaign is 
such a major undertaking, the 
College first hired consultants to 
advise. “We needed an outside 
pair of eyes and ears that has the 
experience to make sure we do 
this campaign correctly — by the 
book,” said Dr. Rickard Scott, 
vice president for development 
and public affairs. 

They chose George Brakeley III 
of Brakeley, John Price Jones, 
Inc., of Stamford, Conn., whom 
Scort deemed “gurus of fundrais- 
ing.” The firm, started by 
Brakeley’s grandfather, was a 
model of its kind. They now 


advise hospitals, higher educa- 
tion and other non-profits in 
fund raising. 

Chair of the Board of Trustees 
Larry Gellerstedt Jr. and Mary 
Duckworth Gellerstedt ’46, 
co-chair the campaign steering 
committee, which has 40 mem- 
bers. “I’ve never seen such a 
devoted, enthusiastic group of 
people,” said Ms. Gellerstedt. 
“We meet twice a month at eight 
o'clock in the morning on the 
campus and have fantastic at- 
tendance. They feel free to dis- 
cuss whatever is on their minds 
and everyone has been so co- 
operative.” The groups draws its 
members from the ranks of trus- 
tees, faculty, staff and alumnae. 

“I see this as setting the tone 
for the next 100 years,” said Ms. 
Gellerstedt, “taking Agnes Scott 
into even better areas in the 
education of young women, as 
well as in increasing opportu- 
nities for women. 

Committee members will be 
going to numerous foundations, 
corporations and all of Agnes 
Scott’s alumnae to tell the Col- 


lege’s story. Ms. Gellerstedt, 
long noted for civic fundraising 
with projects such as The Atlanta 
Symphony, admits that the Cen- 
tennial Campaign is the largest 
she’s ever undertaken, but that 
it’s a labor of love. 

“T have four granddaughters,” 
she said. “As they reach maturity, 
I want there to be a college like 
Agnes Scott that they will feel 
free to attend if they choose to. 

“Agnes Scott prepared me for 
many of the things I have been 
fortunate enough to do,” she ex- 
plained, “so I have a deep sense 
of gratitude to the College.” 

Although the campaign has 
serious financial goals, the Cen- 
tennial will be a celebration, 
too. “I hope that all alumnae 
will actively participate in the 
ongoing work of it all,” said 
Juliana Winters ’72, president of 
the Alumnae Association. 

“But I want to see a true cele- 
bration in every sense, when all 
of us who are a part of the history 
of Agnes Scott can look back 
with fondness and look ahead 
with excitement and with confi- 
dence, too.”

often taken from us, our divine 
imagination.” The writer, from 
the University of Georgia, 
shared first place in fiction for his 
story, “Souvenir,” with a student 
from Georgia State. 

In her own writing, Olsen 
“celebrates the everyday.” “There 
was a fever in me to pass on to 
others what has been of impor- 
tance to me,” the writer told 
Publisher’s Weekly in 1984. 

Her soft-spoken demeanor 
does not hide her fiery commit- 
ment to human rights and 
feminism. Most recently Olsen 
has rediscovered several forgotten 
American writers and had their 
work brought back into print in 
conjunction with Feminist Press 
in New York. 

While she wrote in her youth, 
the necessity of rearing and 
supporting four children silenced 
Olsen for nearly 20 years. In her 
mid-40s, she began to write 
again, and “Tell Me a Riddle” 
was published when she was 50. 

The evening of the festival, 
the diminutive writer walked 
across stage to give a nearly 
two-hour reading of her most 
famous work. “Tell Me a Riddle,” 
also the title of the book contain- 
ing the novella and three other 
stories, won the O. Henry Award 
as best story of 1961. Said writer 
Dorothy Parker of the book upon 
its publication, “If an author 
should write only four stories, 
these are the four they should 
have written.” Between them, 
the stories have been an- 
thologized 72 times.

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|Farinholt Births “Aquarius Child” 


Katharine Woltz Farinholt 33° 
was a freshman at Agnes Scott 
College in 1929 when her home- 
town of Gastonia, N.C., where 
her father was city attorney, was 
rocked by violence. 

The labor union drive and 
strike at Gastonia’s Loray textile 
mill resulted in the killings of 
Police Chief O.F Aderholt and 
Ella May Wiggins, a mother of 
five who was a leader in the 
union movement. 

The Loray Mills case was one 
of the South’s first labor uprisings. 

That trauma and social condi- 
tions leading up to it have 
haunted Mrs. Farinholt, now 75, 
throughout her career as an 
Atlanta educator, writer and 
community service leader, a 
world traveler and a women’s 
rights activist. 

Gastonia memories have been 
the impetus for two recent 
writing projects. 

One is called “Aquarius 
Child,” a 20-page “story in verse” 
which has just been published by 
Wright Publishing Co. here and 
will soon be offered at several 
bookstores at $4.95. 

The other is a historical novel, 
“Alexander’s Daughter,” based 
on her parents’ lives from 1900 
until 1929, with much material 
gleaned from letters written by

laxed, the mother, austere in 
white linen and cameo brooch;

The letters and clippings are part 
of the Katharine Woltz Farinholt 
Collection in the Woodruff 
Library at Emory University. 

It also is scheduled for publica- 
tion this year. 

Mrs. Farinholt — the ebullient 
“Kitty” to her family and 
friends — also sees it as a possible 
television dramatization. 

Part of “Alexander’s Daughter” 
deals with the true story of Ella 
May Wiggins, who was riding to 
a union meeting with fellow 
workers when the truck was run 
off the road by a mob. She was 
shot to death while fleeing 
through a cotton field. 

Proceeds from both “Aquarius 
Child” and “Alexander’s Daugh- 
ter” will go to the Katharine 
Woltz Farinholt Scholarship for 
International Relations and 
Studies at Agnes Scott. 

She established the fund with 
$10,000 in 1983 —the year she 
was presented the College’s 
Award for Distinguished 
Career —as her “small way of 
trying to help bring about world 
peace,” said the diminutive 
grandmother.

(Not long after the trouble, 
the Loray mill was sold to the 
Firestone Fibers and Textile Co., 
which still runs it. In March of 
this year, workers rejected affilia- 
tion with the AFL-CIO by a vote 
of 425 to 159.) 

Mrs. Farinholt sees an analogy 
in the 1929 Loray disturbance 
and today’s world power struggles

Then they 
moved to the George W. and 
Irene K. Woodruff Quadrangle 
for dinner under tents with other 
alumnae who shared their 
majors. 

At the same time the newest 
members of the Fifty Year Club, 
the Class of ’37, dined in the 
Rebekah Reception Room, 
entertained by Agnes Scott 
musicians. Richard Parry, Fuller 
E. Callaway Professor of 
Philosophy, was guest speaker. 
The evening celebrated “rich 
lives full of service to your 
community and the world,” 
noted Director of Alumnae 
Affairs Lucia Sizemore. 

Later, alumnae joined the 
audience of two one-act plays, 
and former Blackfriars gathered 
for an after-theatre party. 

The beautiful weather held as 
Saturday morning began with a 
series of alumnae classes on the 
strategic defense initiative, 
playwright Samuel Beckett, 
“Incas Then and Now” and the 
evolution of Gothic cathedrals.

Religion Myra Beth Mackie ’69 
gave a lecture titled “Just Be 
Yourself.” The College hosted a 
city-wide symposium on Samuel 
Beckett that same weekend. 
Several times the two groups 
overlapped, and alumnae were 
treated to a performance of 
Beckett’s “Come and Go.” The 
six-minute play from his mini- 
malist phase celebrated old 
friendships and ties. 

President Ruth Schmidt gave 
good news at the Annual Meet- 
ing. She noted that the College’s 
faculty received a whopping 15 
to 16 percent raise this year, duly 
chronicled in The Atlanta 
Journal and Constftution’s news 
pages earlier that month. Admis- 
sions figures indicated average 
SAT scores were 50 points higher 
than last year’s class at the same 
time. 

In light of Wheaton College’s 
decision to go co-ed, hearty 
applause followed the president’s 
vow that Agnes Scott intends to 
remain single sex. “If society 
were truly equal,” she told the 
audience, “I think that my major 
reasons for believing in women’s 
colleges would end. But I do not 
see that happening in my 
lifetime.” 

She reminded her listeners 
that the College is approaching 
a time of great celebration as its 
Centennial nears. “When that 


small group of men at Decatur 
Presbyterian decided to open a 
school for women in the summer 
of 1888, they didn’t waste much 
time. Agnes Scott is a tribute to 
their vision. Two years after [the 
school opened], look at the 
building (Agnes Scott Hall) they 
built. With its current renova- 
tion, it will last another 100 
years.” 

After the president’s speech 
the assembly elected a new board 
of directors for the alumnae 
association. Awards recognized 
outstanding alumnae Dorothy 
Travis Joyner ’41 for service to the 
College, Evelyn Baty Christman 
40 and Betty Willis Whitehead 
37 for service to the community, 
and Carolyn Forman Piel 40 and 
Jeanne Addison Roberts °46 for 
distinguished career. All five 
women will be profiled in the 
upcoming issue of the Alumnae 
Magazine. 

With 67 members, or 74.4 
percent, of their class attending, 
the Class of 47 won the trophy 
for highest attendance. During 
their tenure at Agnes Scott, they 
had the distinction of promoting 
the first formal dance with 
gentlemen guests to be held on 
campus. 

The Class of ’32 gave the 
largest gift, donating $76,000 to 
the College this year. They 
remembered tuition being $125 a 


semester and one class member 
still had a receipt to prove it. 

The final trophy went to the 
Class of "57 for highest percen- 
tage of giving, 59 percent. Their 
class could boast having mother 
and daughter (class of ’82) & 
reunion chairs. Y 

After the meeting, classes held 
their banners high and everyone 
trooped out to the lawn for 
lunch. “They did have a good 
time, I think,” noted Lucia 
Sizemore, after the festivities. 
“Everybody worked hard and 
worked together to make it a 
success.” 

For those who had not been 
back to the College since their 
graduation, Agnes Scott’s beauti- 
ful springtime campus once again 
belonged to them. To some, 
many parts were unfamiliar: the 
grassy tract where the Hub once 
stood, the gleaming new bell in 
Main’s tower, and the elegantly 
decorated parlors and offices of 
Main, Inman and Rebekah 
Halls. For others, the years swept 
away like the freight trains 
rushing past the College as sights 
and sounds from the past over- 
whelmed them. They slipped 
back easily into the familiar 
reveries and nuances of their 
College years, as easily as their 
2-inch heels still slipped into the 
cracks of the brick walks.
